1 knew Janice's family for many years. Her 
father would keep me company on many a fish- 
ing trip. In addition he was sort of a '"fan" 
of mine and tud most of my articles. One day 
there was a big smile on his face as he told me 
the good news. 

"Weil, Janice is finally engaged'. She won't 
die an old maid as her mother feared. Local 
boy. You know him; his name is Peter. He 
works for the Associated People in their Grand 
Avenue Store." 

There was an engagement party — a buffet 
lunch. My wife and I were invited. Janice was 
wearing a nice engagement ring. We met Peter 
and it wouldn't be an exaggeration' to say he 
had a sort of dazed look on his face. Every- 
body, of course, congratulated the "lucky cou- 
ple.'' 

Then a month later the roof sort of fell off 
the top of the world. We got the news from 
a neighbor. 

"Peter eloped with Helen. They had gone 
to school together since the eight grade. Won- 
der how Janice will take it?" 

How did Janice take it? Well, put yourself 
into Janice's shoes and see what reaction you 
would get: Your whole family, and that in- 
cludes uncles, aunts, nephews and nieces, first 
and second cousins, have been to the engage- 
ment party. They'll get the news, even if it is 
third hand or fourth hand. They will talk, be- 
cause that is the way people are. The human 
EGO has taken a terrible jolt. 

All discussion will center around the three 
lettered word: WHY? If Janice broke the en- 
gagement that would be a different thing. But 
it was the Male who broke it and in a way that 
hurt. We assume that Janice cried until her 
eyes were completely red. That at first she was 
stunned, then she became bitterly angry and 
finally she made a survey of the entire situation'. 
In the eyes of others she was 'deflated." 
' Now just what is Janice to do? The most 
sensible thing for her to do . is to find the 
correct and true answer to the WHY? It might 
be necessary for her to do some soul research- 
ing. She certainly should talk it over' with her 
father and mother. Now we start with a simple 
'Statement; It was a terrible thing for Peter 
to do what he did. 

But one thing is evident: Peter didn't want 
to get married to Janice. As a gentleman, he 
ought have talked it over with Janice. The 



engagement could have been broken in such 
a wa£ that Janice's pride and EGO might have 
been saved. But he didn't do that. Why he Hid 
what he did was one thing. I refer to his action 
in breaking the engagement. That's the answer 
we want. The way in which he did it, to that 
. we have the answer. We'll say he was no gentle- 
man. And we'll leave it at that. 

Janice must now get to the root of the matter. 
First of all, she must realize that a similar 
situation has happened to other girls. That's 
no consolation. But it does mean that this 
wasn't something out-of-the-ordinary event that 
happened to her alone. It will even happen 
to other girls in the future. But the degree in 
which the event has happened and will happen 
can vary. 

Joe went with Margie "steady" for three 
months. Then he dropped her completely with- 
out a word of explanation. Next thing you 
knew, he was going around with Elaine. Of 
course Margie felt bad. She even got. into an 
argument with Elaine who worked in the same 
office. She accused her of "stealing Joe." Bitter 
words were hurled on both sides and something 
Elaine said hit home: 

"1 won't steal any girl's boy friend. Joe is 
a swell guy. If anything is wrong it just hap- 
pens to be with you. Why don't you face the 
truth ? Just as you are a nag in the office, so 
were you with Joe — always nagging, com- 
plaining about things and building little in- 
cidents up into. big tragedies." 

Margie quit her job. Her EGO was hurt. But 
she did a lot of thinking a bit later about what 
Elaine had said to her. What is of interest to 
you is what she told me: 

"When a fellow 'bounces' a girl she has to 
keep a cool head and take inventory of herself. 
There are really only two possible answers to 
the situation. Something somehow was wrong 
with the fellow. Or something was wrong with 
you. Maybe it could be a two-way combination. 
It is very hard for us to see ourselves, know 
our good points and our faults." 

Elaine was right. I was a nag.. Not that I 
was born that way. But somehow I just got that 
way without a conscious effort on the part of 
those who liked me to show me my fault. Then 
again, maybe I didn't want to see my faults. 
Bit now I have been able to look back over 
a lot of little incidents. 

I nagged him and I can see what he did. He 



took a look into the future and couldn't see 
himself tied to a girl like me. So he 'dropped' 
me. That I guess was his right and privilege. 
Of course it hurt. Half a year has passed since 
it all took place. I had to 'remake' myself. I 
think I am a better person because of it. I have 
heard comments about ., how thoughtful and 
considerate I am. Met a very nice young man 
at our church social. He's the man with whom 
I want to keep steady company." 

Now let us take the other possibility. Name- 
ly, that something is wrong with the fellow. 
In this particular situation we'll call the fellow 
Mac and the girl, Sally. That has to be done be- 
cause of the fact that I am well acquainted 
with the story. Not that there is any confidence 
involved. But maybe Mac will turn out to be 
a better man some day. 

Mac was what we best can describe as a 
•HEEL FIRST CLASS.' He had looks, good 
manners and was a pleasant talker. His idea 
was to marry a girl with a family that had 
money. He would be taken into the business 
and for the rest of his life he would' have it 
easy. He met Sally and very cold bloodedly 
surveyed the entire situation. Sally was an 
educated girl, with fair intelligence and not 
unpleasant to look at. 

Her father owned a very large importing 
business. There could foe a niche in it for Sally's 
husband. This is what went through Mac's 
mind. He went out with Sally and they were 
engaged'. Then he talked about the future with 
Sally and her father. But her father made one 
thing clear: The man who marries his daughter 
must stand on his own two feet, support his 
wife and expect no financial help from the 
girl's family. , 

The engagement, was broken. Sally saw it 
coming and she and her parents talked it over 
calmly. Sally realized nothing was wrong' with 
her unless you want to say she should have 
been able to see through the man. This is some- 
times tough for anybody to <to. Sally's EGO 
was hurt. But she considers herself rather 
fortunate in escaping the kind of man that 
once was known as a 'fortune hunter.' 



I have presented the sensible thing to do. 
Alas, sometimes the girl is so hurt she does the 
stupid thing that can create a lot of harm. Her 
EGO. is hurt. She's going to show everybody 
she can get a man! So she looks around in a 
hurry. It could be Dick, Tom or Harry. She's 
looking for Romance on the Rebound. 

She goes out of her way to be nice to — 
we'll say Dick. She even gets him to propose 
marriage and in two months they are married! 
Her EGO got a good lift. But was it the right 
thing to 4o? From a moral standpoint she 
didn't play it fair. She may awaken to the fact 
that she never loved Dick. Or that he is com- 
- pletely unsuited to her* And he won't -be so 
nappy when he learns, somehow, he was her 
Rebound Romance. 

She isn't thinking clearly and fairly. That's 
why a good cooling off period is needed when 
che Romance gets its jolt with a broken en- 
gagement or being dropped. One of my best 
friends, when I was in my twenties, married 
a girl on 'the Rebound.' They were both very 
unhappy. The Reverend Father John O'Brien 
has so aptly pointed out: "Why do so many la- 
ment afterward : If I had only stopped to 
think! Oh, if I were only free^ to make the 
choice over again, I would not be such a fool! 
What marriage counselor has not heard the 
above refrain with too tragic a frequency." 

One further- bit af advice may be helpful; 
Don't force a young man to tell you he wants 
to go steady! Don't get the fellow to tell you 
he wants to be engaged to you unless he really 
feds that way. In other words, don't hurry 
the situation. Use the extra time to study more 
carefully the character and background of the 
young man. The little things he does as well 
as the big decisions will often give to the alert 
person a good sound clue to his inner character. 

It is also possible that a young man may en- 
joy your company and feel he is not ready for 
marriage because of economic insecurity. This 
is a tough problem and one that has to be con- 
sidered in may aspects. In a latex article we 
shall discuss this fully.
